The  District  covers  an  area  of  32,055  acres ,  approximately 
129  square  miles,  comprising  26  parisnes,  with  a  population  of  25,o00* 
The  District  comprises  the  parishes  of  the  lower  Test  Valley  and 
those  bordering  on  the  Wiltshire  border.  It  is  oounded  in  the  South 
by  the  Southampton  City  area  and  the  hew  forest,  ana  in  the  north 
by  Andover  Aural  District* 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  chalk, 
overlaid  in  places  with  beds  of  clay,  gravel  and  sand. 

The  area  is  concerned  primarily  with  agriculture,  there  being 
in  the  District  several  large  private  estates.  The  Southern  parishes 
are  developing  quite  rapidly  into  a  dormitory  area  for  Southampton, 
especially  now  that  improved  train  services  enable  daily  commuting 
to  London.  There  are  numbers  of  small  industries  scattered 
throughout  the  District,  notably  chemical  and  glue  works,  gravel  ana 
sand  extraction  in  the  Southern  parishes,  sawmilling  in  the  wooden 
areas  of  the  Western  part  of  the  District,  ana  in  the  North  at  the 
Wallops,  turkey  processing  and  a  number  of  light  industrial  activities 

such  as  printing. 


The  District  is  crossed  by  two  main  holiday  routes  to  the 
estern  Counties,  in  the  South  by  the  A3^  and  A3b>  roams,  and  in  the 
North  by  the  main  A30*

The  object  of  the  Home  Help  Service  is  to  relieve  anxiety  by  providing 
someone  to  help  with  the  housework  and  care  of  children  (if  any)  while  the 
housewife  is  prevented  from  working  by  sickness  or  accident,  or  during 
confinement,  or  for  any  other  persons  aged  and  sick,  requiring  help.

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Vaccination  against  Rubella  -  ( Go  r  man ,  lie  a  s  1  e  s )  s 


In  July  1970,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
arranged  that  vaccination  against  Rubella  (German  rleasles)  would  be 
made  available  to  girls  aged  11,  12  and  13.  Priority  was  to  be  given 
to  girls  in  the  latter  age  group  and  parents  would  be  given  the  chance 
of  having  their  girls  vaccinated  at  school  or  by  their  family  General 
Practitioner.

Domestic  and  Trade  Collection  : 

The  weekly  kerbside  collections  continued  throughout  the  District  with 
the  exception  of  the  Army  aviation  Centre  which  is  collected  once  a  fortnight, 
alternating  with  a  private  contractors  collection, 

muring  the  year  the  Council  decided  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring 
authorities  to  join  a  Consortium  in  order  that  Cork  Study  should  be  carried 
out  on  the  refuse  collection  service,  this  being  carried  out  on  the  Consortium1 s 
behalf  by  Hampshire  County  Council  : or k  Study  Department,  Whilst  the  main 
ground  work  and  data  information  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  the  results 
and  implications  of  this  scheme  will  not  be  known  until  1971* 

At  present  there  exists  four  refuse  collection  rounds  per  day,  involving 
four  vehicles,  crewed  by  a  driver  and  two  load  rs,  and  despite  sickness, 
breakdowns  and  labour  movements,  the  weekly  task  has  always  been  completed, 
which  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  conscientiousness  of  the  majority  of 
the  men  themselves. 


lief  use  Disposal  : 

During  the  year  the  original  tip  in  Bunny  Lane  was  closed  and  a  now  tip 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  was  opened.  Lessons  learned  from  the  very 
vulnerable  nature  of  the  original  tip  with  its  lack  of  fencing,  inadequate 
facilities  for  disposal  of  unwanted  items,  and  its  very  position  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  road,  were  put  to  rights  in  the  design  and  layout  of  the  new 
tip. 

The  approach  road  to  the  new  tip  including  the  felling  of  trees  and 
earthworks  was  completely  undertaken  by  labour  within  the  Department,  and  only 
the  fencing  and  major  earthworks  within  the  tip  itself  was  contracted  out. 
Whilst  the  expenditure  of  the  construction  of  the  tip  was  more  than  anticipated 
due  to  the  varying  nature  of  the  ground  encountered,  it  nevertheless  has  proved 
a  worthwhile  expenditure,  du^  both  to  the  hidden  nature  of  the  tip  from  the 
roacl,  its  good  access  and  to  date  lack  of  vandalism  on  the  tip  itself. 
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Refuse  Disposal  (Contd.)  : 


A  large  compound  was  formed  for  the  use  of  persons  wishing  to 
dispose  of  unwanted  items  during  the  week  days  or  week-ends,  out  of 
working  hours,  which  has  been  extremely  well  used  to  such  an  extent 
that  following  a  week-end  the  compound  which  is  of  considerable  size 
is  filled  to  capacity  and  presents  its  own  problems  regarding  emptying. 

The  combined  tonnage  of  this  Authority  and  Ronsey  Borough  refuse 
now  exceeds  180  tons  per  week,  plus  a  considerable  amount  of  trade 
waste  for  which  the  charge  of  £1 .  per  load  continues. 


Contrary  to  accepted  belief,  there  has  been  no  problem  in 
recruiting  refuse  loaders,  although  the  introduction  of  the  Heavy 
Goods  Vehicle  Driving  Licence  requirements  will  prove  to  cause 
difficulties  in  the  recruitment  of  suitably  qualified  drivers.  All 
the  drivers  employed  on  refuse  collection  now  hold  Heavy  Goods  Vehicle 
Licences  having  satisfactorily  passed  medical  examinations  and  qualified 
for  licences.

Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  : 


During  the  year  delivery  was  accepted  of  a  new  refuse  vehicle, 
a  Bedford  Based  Eagle  Comprossload  5  which,  although  in  size  is 
considerably  smaller  than  the  other  vehicles  due  to  its  design  and 
construction,  is  capable  of  an  equal  pay  load  and  has  distinct 
advantage  of  hydraulically  ejecting  refuse  at  disposal  rather  than 
tipping*  This  type  of  vehicle  which  presents  a  new  era  in  refuse 
collection  vehicles  has  proved  an  enormous  success  both  through  its 
size  and  particularly  handling  on  the  tip  where  its  rigid  body 
construction  has  given  far  less  cause  for  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  body  stress  and  grounding* 

It  was  decided  not  to  dispose  of  the  previous  spare  vehicle 
which  had  a  nominal  value  of  £20  and  I  decided  to  retain  this  for 
cannibalising  in  order  to  keep  a  similar  vehicle  in  spare  parts® 

This  has  proved  to  be  an  enormous  success,  and  has  probably  saved  this 
Authority  several  hundred  pounds  during  the  year  for  parts  used* 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  vehicles  has  sharply  risen,  partly 
due  to  the  age  of  the  older  vehicles,  two  of  which  are  nearing  ten 
years  old,  and  partly  the  increased  wear  due  to  the  improved  service 
that  this  Authority  is  now  offering  the  community,  and  more 
importantly  the  standard  of  maintenance  that  I  have  insisted  upon  in 
order  to  keep  the  vehicles  in  a  roadworthy  condition*  Whilst  the 
vehicles  are  (32CQ  mpt  from  a  Ministry  of  Transport  test,  they  are 
nevertheless  expected  to  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  Heavy  Goods 
Vehicle  standards  of  maintenance  and  repair  and  com  be  stopped  at  any 
time  on  the  road  for  Ministry  of  Transport  checks*  It  is  my  belief 
that  for  the  safety  of  both  the  vehicle  operators  themselves  and 
other  persons  on  the  highway,  that  the  highest  possible  standard  of 
maintenance  should  be  obtained,  which  although  has  increased  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  vehicles,  is  nevertheless  in  my  view  essential*

Despite  the  limited  staff,  collections  have  regularly  been  made, 
particularly  in  the  Southern  parishes  to  lay-bys  and  ditches  and  other 
areas  where  bulky  and  other  unwanted  items  are  continually  dumped, 
mainly  from  the  surrounding  urbanised  areaao 

During  the  year  a  new  service  was  introduced  for  the  collection  of 
unwanted  bulky  items  from  households  throughout  the  District,  which 
commenced  on  a  once  a  month  basis,  being  the  first  Wednesday  oi.  each 
month*  and  with  the  co-operation  of  Hornsey  Borough  Council  in  the  loan 
of  their  open  vehicle,  which  was  necessary  for  the  majority  of  items 
because  of  their  nature.  The  popularity  of  this  service  is 
gradually  gaining  momentum  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  twice  monthly 
collection  was  being  organised,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  there  is 
a  real  need  for  this  service,  although  with  the  present  staff  and  the 
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Litter  ( Contcl# ) 


necessity  to  borrow  a  vehicle,  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  will  be 
possible  to  increase  the  service  very  much  more*  There  is  little 
doubt  that  with  the  modern  trend  in  consumer  items  becoming 
obsolete  and  being  discarded  at  regular  intervals,  that  this  will 
become  an  equally  essential  service  as  that  of  a  normal  domestic 
refuse  collection,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  all  Authorities 
should  be  concerning  themselves  with  providing  a  first  class 
service  if  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  such  articles  in  the 
countryside  is  to  bo  contained  or  even  reduced « 


CARAVANS  AID  OTHER  LOVEABLE  DWELLINGS

Survey  ; 

Further  to  the  general  survey  which  was  carried  out  in  1969,  a 
more  detailed  investigation  of  the  132  caravans  found  throughout  the 
District  yet  unlicensed  was  undertaken,  and  of  these  a  total  of  30 
were  found  to  be  occupied,  10  of  which  wore  so  for  domestic  reasons, 
5  for  reasons  of  employment,  and  15  for  a  multiplicity  of  reasons. 
The  occupants  wore  approached  at  the  same  time  as  to  whether  they 
would  bo  willing  to  move  on  to  a  permanent  site,  and  only  7  of  these 
were  prepared  to  do  so. 


In  considering  the  future  of  these  unlicensed  caravans,  particular 
thought  was  given  to  the  provision  of  a  Local  authority  site,  and 
whether  or  not  these  caravans  would  be  suitable  for  such  a  site,  and 
it  was  determined  that  only  11  of  the  30  would  be  suitable  for  moving, 
and  of  the  remainder  a  high  proportion  were  not  even  capable  of  being 
moved . 


The  distribution  of  the  unlicensed  occupied  caravans  were  mainly 
centred  in  the  Southern  parishes,  only  5  being  located  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  District.  The  remaining  102  caravans  were  found  to  be

It  was  as  a  result  of  this  information  that  the  Council  determined 
to  investigate  the  position  of  small  sites,  particularly  in  the 
Southern  parishes  of  the  District,  and  it  was  resolved  during  the  year 
that  three  such  sites  should  be  investigated  and  details  produced* 

There  is  little  doubt  from  the  initial  reaction  by  the  public 
that  objections  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  creation  of  such  sites, 
and  the  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  present  occupiers  of  these 
caravans  to  move  to  organised  developments  will  create  difficulties. 

In  the  long  term,  however,  the  creation  of  proper  sites  with  full 
facilities  to  end  the  indiscriminate  siting  of  caravans  with  little 
or  no  facilities  must  be  preferable  to  both  the  Authority  and  the 
occupiers  themselves. 

Conditions  of  existing  sites  ; 

It  was  found  that  the  conditions  attached  to  most  single  site 
licences  were  insufficient  and  merely  detailed  the  number  of  caravans 
to  be  permitted,  and  adequate  water  supply  and  the  compliance  with 
the  planning  conditions. 

The  lack  of  requirements  for  facilities  such  as  proper  drainage, 
the  control  of  suitable  and  adequate  accommodation  and  the  maintenance 
in  that  condition  have  been  completely  ignored,  and  systematically, 
particular ly  on  renewal  of  such  site  licences  the  conditions  have  been 
varies  to  ensure  that  these  facilities  are  provided  o.nd  maintained. 


ihe  conditions  recoil,  aided  to  the  Committee  for  adoption  were 
those  set  out  in  the  'Model  Condition  for  Caravan  Sitos1  recommended 
by  the  Caravan  Sites  Advisory  Committee  for  Hampshire  and  the 
isle  of  Wight,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  adoption  has 
considerably  improved  the  standard  of  caravan  sites  within  the  District. 
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UNFIT  HOUSING  PROGRAMME 


The  drive  continued  against  the  back-log  *>.  unsatisfactory 
housing  within  the  District  although  progress  was  not  as  rapid  this 
year  as  the  previous  owing  mainly  to  the  back-log  of  ro-hourV  g 
families  from  houses  previously  represented,  but  nevertheless  showed 
a  positive  step  f orward  in  dealing  with  the  problem. 


During  the  eighteen  months  of  activities  in  the  housing  field, 
up  to  the  end  of  1970,  192  properties  had  been  inspected,  149  of  which 
were  represented  as  being  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  cost  and  a 
further  43  where  repair  works  were  necessary.  Of  this  total  64® 5%  were 
occupied  and  the  figures  in  brackets  in  each  category  indicate  the 
number  so  occupied

Contrary  to  some  opinion  there  has  not  been  a  gross  loss  of  units  as 
can  be  seen  from  the  totals  indicated*  which  is  particularly  reflected  in 
the  greater  numbers  of  improvement  grants  that  were  issued  during  the  year. 

It  is  anticipated  that  of  those  not  yet  determined*  that  at  least 
half  will  be  the  subject  of  modernisation  and  the'  actual  percentage  of 
properties  demolished  will  be  fairly  small*  particular^  in 
consideration  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  properties  demolished  were 
incapable  of  improvement  due  to  the  very  temporary  nature  of  the  property 
themselves. 

Whilst  it  is  appreciated  that  many  of  the  houses  that  are 
modernised  are  being  converted  into  very  different  types  of  property 
and  price  range  from  their  original  intention*  nevertheless*  the  long 
term  effect  is  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  housing  stock  of  the 
District  than  would  be  the  case  had  the  work  under  the  Housing  Act  1957 
not  been  proceeded  with.

FOOD  DRUGS  ACT 


The  regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  was  continued  during 
the  year,  the  total  numoer  of  food  premises  within  the  Aural  District 
being  213,  there  being  a  slight  modification  on  the  previous  year,  and 
in  particular  the  closing  of  two  poultry  establishments,  one  being  the 
largest  in  the  District,  a  total  of  1,104  visits  were  made  during  the 
year  to  the  iood  premises  in  the  District,  and  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  food  hygiene  standards  in  the  District  in  these  premises  has 
improved  dramatically  in  the  last  two  years*

It  was  necessary,  however,  to  resort  to  Court  proceedings  in  one 
par ticulai  case,  where  a  total  ox  3o  contraventions  of  the  Food.  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  i960,  were  presented  and  resulted  in  a  fine  of 
£50  plus  costs. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  ( C  on  td . ) 

It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  during  the  year  in  conjunction  and 
co-operation  with  the  Licensing  Justices,  that  considerable  improvements 
were  talcing  place  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  of  licensed 
premises. 

The  change  of  emphasis  from  the  old  acceptable  practice  of  placing 
sanitary  accommodation  outside  the  building,  and  often  some  distance 
from  the  public  rooms,  and  in  many  cases  in  temporary  type  structures, 
to  modern  facilities  entered  direct  from  the  inside  of  the  premises, 
would  not  only  be  very  acceptable  to  the  general  public,  but  far  more 
condusive  to  good  hygiene  practices,  and  in  the  1970’s  more  acceptable 
in  relation  to  the  words  ’suitable  and  sufficient’  in  accordance  with 
the  legislation.  There  are  now  only  5  licensed  premises  in  the  District 
that  are  due  for  modernisation  in  this  respect,  which  it  is  anticipated 
will  bo  completed  this  following  year. 

Following*  a  survey  that  was  undertaken  by  this  Department  with 
regard  to  the  sale  of  stale  and  ’out-coded’  foodstuff  during  1969, 
further  investigations  were  made  during  the  year  and  it  was  regretted 
to  find  that  many  shopkeepers  despite  lon0thy  explanations  of  coding 
and  good  practice  with  regard  to  perishable  food,  were  still  not 
ensuring  the  sale  of  such  food  in  the  peak  of  condition. 


On  further  investigation  into  this  matter,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  there  are  two  serious  weaknesses  in  the  food  sale  chain,  one 

being  the  delivery  of  short  shelf  life  foodstuff,  and  that  in  many  cases 

food  is  being  delivered  particularly  to  the  small  general  grocer,  which 
is  already  out  of  code,  and  the  shopkeeper  seldom  finds  time  to  check 
on  the  coding  of  such  items  at  the  time  of  delivery.  Secondly,  the 
shopkeepers  lack  of  attention  to  proper  rotation  of  the  foodstuffs 
and  lack  of  knowledge  in  the  safe  handling  of  the  more  highly  perishable 
food  such  as  pies,  sausages  and  dairy  produce,  and  it  can  only  be  hoped 

that  over  a  period  of  time,  that  both  public  opinion  and  hygiene 

education  will  resolve  the  problem.

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  number  of  licence  holders  retailing 
untreated  milk  in  the  District  accounting  for  some  85,000  gallons 
annually  distributed  mainly  in  the  more  rural  areas  of  the  Ji strict 
where  the  major  dairies  deliver  alternate  days  only. 

Monthly  samples  are  taken  from  those  sources  and  submitted  to  the 
Pathology  Laboratory  particularly  to  determine  the  presence  of 
Brucella  organisms  in  addition  to  the  statutory  Methylene  Blue  test. 


During  the  year  2  retailers  have  ceased  selling  raw  milk.

Brucella  Abortus  ; 

2  cows  were  found  to  be  producing  milk  containing  Brucella 
organisms  which  were  removed  from  the  particular  herds  and  sent  for 
slaughter*  Since  routine  sampling  has  taken  place  owners  of  dairy 
herds  retailing  untreated  milk  have  become  far  more  aware  of  the 
problem  of  Brucella  abortus  and  are  ensuring  any  cattle  brought 
into  the  herds  have  been  inoculated  against  the  disease,  and  that 
notification  to  the  department  for  immediate  sampling,  now  is 
common  practice.  There  is  however  obviously  a  serious  weakness  in 
the  legislation  that  permits  the  sale  of  Brucella  affected  cattle 
on  the  open  market  and  to  be  purchased  by  another  unsuspecting 
retailer  of  raw  milk,  and  despite  all  precautions  so  far  taken 
the  organism  has  again  been  isolated  in  milk  samples# 


Considerable  time  is  involved  in  determining  the  particular 
cow  following  isolation  of  Brucella  organisms  in  a  bulk  sample 
which  at  present  would  appear  to  be  pointless  other  than  removing

The  following  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  food 
which  was  considered  unsound  and  the  action  taken  is  indicated 

Bottle  of  pasteurised  milk  containing  a  foreign  ob.iect  : 

Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  object  concerned  was 
a  piece  of  paper  with  the  words  1  three  pints  please1  written  on  it 
and  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  dairy  concerned  where  a  fine 
of  £5  was  imposed. 


Sodium  Cyclamate  in  limeade  drink  and  powder  from  a  vending  machine  i 

A  complaint  was  received  from  a  factory  canteen  that  the  drink 
produced  from  the  vending  machine  was  of  a  peculiar  taste.  A  sample 
was  taken  where  it  was  found  that  sodium  cyclamate  was  a  constituent 
of  the  powder,  which  in  itself  would  not  have  produced  the  flavour* 
complained  of  but  nevertheless?  due  to  its  presence,  rendered  the 
drink  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the  matter  was  passed  to  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  at  Hampshire  County  Council  where  a 
successful  prosecution  resulted  in  the  firm  supplying  the  machine  with 
powder  being  fined  £40  , 


mould  in  a  tin  of  baked  beans  and  pork  sausages  i 

This  matter  was  investigated  and  the  reason  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  tin  had  been  punctured  minutely,  and  whilst  the  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  persons  concerned,  it  was  not  considered  justifiable 
in  taking  court  proceedings  in  this  case. 

Mouldy  loaf  : 

A  complaint  was  received  with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  a 
wrapped  loaf  of  bread  which  was  found  to  contain  mould,  but  due  to 
the  great  difficulty  in  determining  the  exact  commencement  of  the 
mould  growth,  it  was  decided  that  a  warning  letter  be  sent  to  the 
retailer  in  this  instance. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspections  ( Contcl . ) 


Metal  bolt  found  in  a  can  of  corned  beef  : 

A  71b  can  of  corned  beef  delivered  to  one  of  the  school 
kitchens  within  the  District  was  opened  and  it  was  found  that 
a  bolt  l^rT1  long  by  7/l6t1  diameter  was  embedded  in  the  meat, 
but  due  to  the  fact  that  this  had  been  processed  and  canned  in 
a  foreign  country,  proceedings  could  not  be  taken  in  this  case, 
but  the  matter  was  taken  up  directly  with  the  importers  and 
distributors  of  the  brand  named  firm* 

Complaint  of  rancid  butter  : 

Complaints  were  received  from  two  members  of  the  public 
who  purchased  butter  from  a  supermarket  within  the  District  ana 
complained  of  rancidity*  The  matters  were  investigated  and 
whilst  complaints  were  justified  it  was  not  felt  that  the  matter 
was  serious  enough  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Food  ana  Drugs 
Act,  as  it  was  found  to  be  mainly  a  case  of  poor  stock  rotation 
and  inadequate  temperature  control  in  the  supermarket  concerned* 
Advice  was  given  to  the  retailer  in  relation  to  temperature  ana  time 
for  storage  and  no  further  complaints  have  occurred. 

Maggot  in  Beef  Sausages  s 

A  disturbing  case  of  total  inadequate  control  of  highly 
perishable  foodstuff  came  to  light  when  this  particular  matter  was 
the  cause  for  complaint*  When  the  shopkeeper  was  approached  with 
regard  to  the  delivery  time  of  the  sausages,  it  was  admitted  tnat  he 
had  no  idea,  neither  did  he  realise  that  they  should  have  been  kept 
in  a  cool  preferably  refrigerated  temperature,  despite  information 
given  to  him  on  previous  occasions  by  this  Department,  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  and  a  fine  of  £5  was  made  on  each  of 
the  Defendants,  joint  owners  of  the  shop  concerned. 
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Meat  and  Food  Inspections  (Contd.) 


Wire  in  sliced  wrapped  loaf  : 

Upon  opening  the  sliced  loaf ,  embedded  in  two  slices  were 
two  pieces  of  wire  about  1-?rn  long  of  32  British  Standard  wire 
gauge ,  which  it  was  discovered  had  come  from  a  cleaning  brush 
apparatus  and  resulted  in  a  fine  upon  Court  conviction  of  £25. 


Conolaint  of  Dirty  iiilk  Bottle  * 


A  complaint  was  received  in  respect  of  a  bottle  of  milk  which 
had  dirt  or  black  discolouration  on  the  inside  surface®  Following 
the  usual  custom  this  complaint  was  passed  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  Southampton  in  whose  area  the  milk  was  bottled. 


Food  Poisoning  5 

Following  the  notification  in  June  1970  of  the  admittance  to 
hospital  of  an  elderly  person  suffering  from  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium,  investigations  were  undertaken  to  determine  the  possible 
source  of  the  infection  which  was  traced  to  a  wedding  reception 
luncheon  although  the  actual  source  and  cause  in  relation  to 
particular  food  was  never  established. 

During  the  investigations,  all  guests  at  the  reception  were 
traced,  both  within  the  Rural  District  area  and  outside,  extending 
to  Lanarkshire,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  other  Departments, 

12  other  persons  were  found  to  be  positive  to  this  particular 
organism.  While  exhaustive  enquiries  were  made  on  the  caterers, 
who  also  operated  outside  the  District,  no  firm  conclusions  were 
arrived  at  as  the  particular  food  in  question  was  no  longer 
available  for  laboratory  investigation.

During  the  year  2  of  the  poultry  processing  premises  closed,  one 
being  the  largest  of  the  turkey  processing  plants  within  the  District, 
the  closure  was  due  to  a  change  of  policy  of  the  parent  Company,  the 
other  being  a  very  small  establishment,  but  both  causing  a  considerable 
lessoning  in  work  load  in  this  particular  field  for  this  Department. 

The  standard  both  in  quality  and  hygiene  of  the  finished  products 
in  all  the  4  establishments  improved  during  the  year  as  did  the  hygiene 
standard  of  the  premises  themselves,  mainly  duo  to  the  pressures  of  tne 
inspectorate  insisting  on  better  methods  of  handling  and  processing  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960,  in 
respect  of  the  premises.

The  method  of  inspection  continued  as  set  out  in  the  ministry1  s 
circular  22/61  by  means  of  daily  visits  to  the  processing  stations 
and  the  inspection  of  the  poultry  put  to  one  side  by  the  operators 
themselves  whenever  they  were  in  doubt  as  to  the  fitness  or  otherwise 
of  the  bird  in  question.  Whilst  this  process  is  better  than  none  at 
all,  it  still  leaves  a  lot  to  be  desired  as  the  onus  is  on  the 
processor  to  determine  those  birds  requiring  further  investigation 
and  inspection,  and  whilst  the  Department  would  not  be  capable  of 
undertaking  a  more  regular  inspection  routine,  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
not  too  distant  future,  far  more  rigorous  control  can  be  exercised  in 
this  field  due  to  the  demand  and  consumption  trends  in  this  country. 

NOISE  ABATE!  DhT 

During  the  year  the  purchase  of  a  noise  level  meter  has  greatly 
assisted  in  the  determination  of  noise  complaints  and  has  considerably 
reduced  the  time  spent  on  investigations. 

Complaints  continue  from  residents  in  close  proximity  to 
industrial  developments,  although  the  awareness  of  manufacturing 
processors  to  this  problem  and  the  greater  liason  between  the 
Department  and  the  management  has  considerably  reduced  the  number  of 
noise  complaints  and  noise  problems  in  this  respect.

»t  the  commencement  of  the  year,  at  the  time  when  applications 
were  received  from  the  owners  of  animal  boarding  establishments  in  the 
District  for  re-licensing  their  premises,  it  was  decided  to  inspect  all 
premises  thoroughly  to  ensure  that  all  conditions  were  complied  with 
satisfactorily. 


Inspections  were  'undertaken  at  each  of  the  premises  in  question, 
and  on  a  courtesy  basis  an  inspector  from  the  R.  S,  P.  0.  A.  was 
invited  to  be  presenta  Visits  were  also  undertaken  by  a  Fire  Prevention 
Officer  in  respect  of  advising  the  owners  of  the  most  suitable  form  of 
fire  fighting  equipment  in  individual  cases. 


10  applications  were  received  from  existing  boarding  establishments, 
and  of  these  6  were  issued  forthwith,  the  standard  of  the  establishment 
being  fairly  high  and  complying  in  all  respects  with  the  conditions 
accompanying  the  licence*  3  were  withheld  until  such  requirements  were 
fulfilled,  which  in  fact  was  undertaken  without  delay,  whilst  the  remaining 
establishment  was  not  re-licensed  and  can  only  be  described  as  being  in  a 
disgraceful  state  with  few  of  the  requirements  complied  with* 


Of  the  9  licensed  establi slime nts  there  was  accommodation  for  279 
dogs  and  51  cats,  and  some  35  visits  were  made  during  the  summer  period, 
in  particular  to  the  premises  to  ensure  the  conditions  were  complied  with 
throughout. 


I  an  pleased  to  report  that  following  the  initial  inspections  prior 
to  re-licensing,  the  standards  generally  improved  and  were  maintained 


throughout  the  year,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  general  public  can  be 
assured  that  animals  left  in  any  of  the  licensed  boarding  establishments

Service  and  disinfestation  to  private  property  is  indirectly  free* 
the  cost  being  borne  by  the  General  Rate  Fund*  **11  business  and 
agricultural  premises  requiring  service*  a  charge  of  £1  per  hour  applies 
which  adequately  covers  the  cost  of  treatment*  yet  is  competitive  enough 
to  encourage  the  use  of  the  service*  which  from  a  control  point  of  view 
is  to  be  preferred. 


All  classes  of  property  have  been  inspected  including  the  Council !s 
Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Particular  attention  is  also  being 
made  to  banks*  ditches  and  hedgerows  where  this  source  of  infestation  can 
cause  adjacent  property  to  become  infested.
